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CHESHIRE COUNTY CONVENTION 


JANUARY 27, 1972 


The sixth meeting of the 1971-1972 Cheshire County Con- 
vention was held at the court house in Keene on Thursday, Jan. 
ete 1972. 


The meeting was called to order by Representative Sheldon 
L. Barker, Sr., Chairman of the convention at 10:00 a.m. There 
was a quorum present. 


Chairman Barker explained that the reason the meeting 
was necessary was because notice of the Jan. 12 meeting had 
not been published in the newspaper as is required by law, and 
that the meeting could be construed as not being in strict con- 
formance with the statutes. This, he said, could cause difficulty 
in the future, should the county convention eventually autho- 
rize a bond issue out of deliberations begun at such a meeting. 


Chairman Barker, noting that a letter had been circulated 
by Representative R. J. Shortlidge questioning whether he 
should continue to preside over convention meetings at which 
the court house issue is being considered, left the chair, and 
asked Representative Mallat to assume the chair, and requested 
the matter be settled by the convention. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Hackler, 
duly seconded, voted to have Chairman Barker continue to 
preside at all meetings. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Raymond, 
duly seconded, voted to adopt the following resolution : 


“Be it resolved that all testimony, discussion, and reports 
approved at the quote “informal” meeting of the county 
convention on January 12, 1972, be made a part of the per- 
manent records of the convention clerk”. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Heald, duly 
seconded, voted to adopt the following resolution: 


“Be it resolved that all “further meetings of the county 
convention” be handled in strict conformance with RSA 
24 :9e and RSA 24:9d and that the clerk be instructed here- 
with to also advise the county commissioners of such meet- 

ings and their purpose at the time the convention is so 
notified’. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative iastvdbenes 
duly seconded, voted to adopt the following resolution : 
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“Be it resolved that a statement be issued as a public serv- 
ice to the press and radio, outlining the subjects to be discussed 
at the proposed February 12th public hearing, clearly defining 
the position of the county convention insofar as the Keene Rec- 
reational Center is concerned, and further stating that refer- 
ence to that function is not a proper item for discussion at this 
hearing. 7 


That all or any recommendations, petitions, or complaints 
concerning such, cannot properly be received by this county 
convention and that all such material should be referred to the 
maintaining and responsible authority — The Keene City Coun- 
eil”’. 

The convention, on a motion by Representative Cournoyer, 
duly seconded, voted to adopt the following resolution: 


“Be it resolved that those members of the Cheshire County 
Convention actually in attendance at the delegation meet- 
ing that was scheduled for Jan. 12, 1972, at the court house 
in Keene, be paid compensation and mileage at the rate 
established by RSA Chapter 24”. 


Representative Sumner W. Raymond then gave the report 
of his subcommittee on court house recommendations. This was 
in two parts: 1—“Report on alternate sites”, and 2—‘‘Court 
House Estimates’’. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Mallat, 
duly seconded, voted to accept the report, and to place the 
same on file. 


Representative Edward A. Johnson was then recognized 
for the purpose of submitting the Streeter subcommittee report 
on court house recommendations, which he did. Representative 
Streeter was ill, and could not attend the meeting. This report 
consisted largely of a letter containing cost estimates from the 
MaeMillin Co. Ine. of Keene. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Heald, duly 
seconded, voted to accept the report, and to place the same on 
file. 


The chair then recognized Representative Allen, who of- 
fered the following resolution, and moved its adoption, duly 
seconded: 


“Be it resolved that the Cheshire County Delegation hereby 
gives no permission, express or implied for any use of the 
Cheshire County property on Washington St., the title of 
which is in the name of Cheshire County, for any recrea- 
tional use of said property in its present physical condi- 
tion”, 


CHESHIRE COUNTY REPORTS 5 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Hackler, 
duly seconded, voted to refer the resolution to the county at- 
torney for clarification. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Raymond, 
duly seconded voted to adopt the following request of the 
county commissioners. The request was amended twice, and 
one amendment to it was rejected. It appears here in the form 
it was passed by the convention: 


“The Commissioners of Cheshire County respectfully re- 
quest that the following articles pursuant to the provision of 
N. H. RSA Chapter 33:10 be advertised and posted for public 
hearing which will be held at the Cheshire County Court House 
in Keene, N. H. at 10:00 a.m. on February 12, 1972: 


Article 1. Shall a court house be constructed in the City of 
Keene which would provide facilities only for the Superior 
Court, the clerk of court, and the probation department, at the 
so-called armory site or at some other site which the city of 
Keene or others may see fit to offer for consideration of the 
county convention? 


Article 2. Shall the present court house be remodeled to pro- 
vide facilities for the probate court, register of probate, register 
of deeds, sheriffs department and such other county govern- 
mental operations as county commissioners may determine? 


Article 3. Shall the county institution at Westmoreland be 
remodeled to provide for improved jail and house of correction 
facilities and expanded nursing home areas, and provide for 
adequate sewage facilities. 


Article 4. Shall serial bonds or notes not exceeding $1,900,000 
be issued for the construction and remodeling as listed in items 
1, 2, and 3, and for the purposes of equipment, furnishings, and 
related facilities incidental thereto? 


Article 5. Shall the county commissioners be authorized to 
issue or negotiate the bonds or notes as referred to in item 4 
and determine the rate of interest thereon and to do such other 
acts as may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiations, 
sale, and delivery of such bonds or notes as may be in the best 
interests of cheshire county and pass any vote relating there- 
to?”

The meeting was called to order at 10:00 a.m. by Repre- 
sentative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., Chairman of the convention, 
who directed the clerk to call the roll.

The convention, on a motion by Representative Raymond, 
duly seconded, voted to recess the meeting to March 4, 1972 at 
10:00 a.m.

APRIL 1, 1972 
The annual meeting of the Cheshire County Convention 


was held Saturday, April 1, 1972, at the county home in West- 
moreland. 


The meeting was called to order at 10:00 a.m. by Repre- 
sentative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., chairman of the convention. 
The roll call showed that a quorum was present. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative O’Neil, duly 
seconded, voted to invite the county commissioners and others 
to attend the meeting, and answer questions if need be. 


The convention then proceeded with a page-by-page review 
of the proposed county budget for 1972. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative O’Neil, duly 
seconded, voted to authorize the chairman and the clerk of the 
convention to contact the Keene Evening Sentinel and point 
out to them what is believed to be an error in a recent Sentinel 
story about Maplewood. 


Representatives Raymond and Forcier wished to be record- 
ed as being opposed to the adoption of the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment budget, which included funds for a second county-owned 
eruiser. 


Motions to add $2,000 and then $1,000 to the food budget 
for the farm were voted down. 


A motion to add $1,000 to the equipment account at the 
farm was adopted. 
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‘A motion to create an equipment replacement reserve ac- 
eount in the amount of $6,000 was adopted. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Raymond, 
duly seconded, voted to adopt a total 1972 county budget of 
$1,129,299 with $740,719 to be raised by the county tax.

The convention, on a motion by Representative Trow- 
bridge, duly seconded, voted to adopt a resolution of apprecia- 
tion for the very businesslike manner in which the county com- 
missioners, Mr. and Mrs. Waterman, and all concerned conduct 
their duties. 


Fire Mutual Aid Director Robert Callahan addressed the 
convention on a problem which had arisen in his department 
relative to automatic telephone dialer alarm systems, 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Mallat, 
duly seconded, voted to refer the whole matter to the commis- 
sioners and the county attorney. 


After a recess for lunch, the convention held an extensive 
discussion on the new court house construction proposals and 
related matters during which a number of non-binding, straw 
votes were taken. 


A date of April 17, 1972 at 7:30 p.m. at the court house in 
Keene was set for the public hearing on the proposed new 
county bond issue. 


A date of April 18, 1972 at 7:30 p.m. at the court house im 
Keene was set for the convention meeting for a vote on the pro- 
posed new county bond issue. 
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The convention, on a motion by Representative Dunham, 
duly seconded, voted to send a letter to Dr. O’Connor express- 
ing the convention’s appreciation for his extremely conscien- 
tious service to the county. 


The convention then adjourned.

Jn accordance with New Hampshire Revised Statutes An- 
notated, Chapter 33:10, the Cheshire County Convention held 
a duly called and publicized meeting on Tuesday, April 18, 
1972 to consider the four articles relative to county bonds which 
had been the subject of a public hearing the night before. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Repre- 
sentative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., Chairman of the county con- 
vention. 


The call of the roll indicated that there were 27 members 
present, and a late arrival brought the total to 28. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to take up Article IV on the warrant first. 


Representative Mallat made a motion that the amount of 
the proposed borrowing provided for in Article IV be increased 
from $500,000 to $750,000, but the chair ruled that the amount 
could not legally be increased. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Mallat, 
duly seconded, on a roll call vote, voted 27-0 to adopt the pro- 
visions of Article IV; i.e. that the county commissioners be au- 
thorized to borrow an amount not to exceed $500,000 pursuant 
to N. H. RSA 28 and the Municipal Finance Act for remodeling 
the county institution at Westmoreland to provide for improved 
jail, and house of correction facilities and expanded nursing 
areas and to provide for adequate sewage facilities.

call vote, to get the necessary two-thirds majority required for 
county bond issues.

MAY 15, 1972 


There was a meeting of the Cheshire County Convention 
on Monday, May 15, 1972 at the court house in Keene. 


The meeting had been called, “for the purpose of discuss- 
ing future County capital improvements and to consider any 
other matters which may legally be brought before the Con- 
cention.” 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Repre- 
sentative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., Chairman of the convention. 
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The roll call showed that 19 members were present, and 3 
more arrived after attendance had been taken. 


Chairman Barker explained that the reason for the meet- 
ing was primarily to determine what court house proposals 
would be included on the warrant at the next public hearing 
on proposed county bond issues. He then opened the meeting 
for discussion. 


After much discussion, the convention decided that all 
proposals that have been considered in any way, however small, 
should in fairness be included on the warrant. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to adopt the following motion: 


“Have the County Attorney give the County Delegation a 
positive opinion about and relating to any and all legal 
impediments prohibiting the building of a Court House or 
Court Houses on the land owned by the County on Wash- 
ineton Street — Keene, the so-called Armory lot.” 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Trow- 
bridge, duly seconded, voted to accept a proposed warrant rela- 
tive to county bonds which would include, but not necessarily 
be limited to, the following proposals: 


1. One new county building, which would house all county 
offices and the superior court, to be built on Washington St. at 
the so-called Armory site. 


2. Two new county buildings at the armory site. One to 
house the superior court, the clerk of court, and the probation 
department, and the other to house the other administrative 
offices. ) 


3. A new court building at the armory site and renovate 
the present county building for administrative purposes. 


4. A new court building on Gilbo Ave., renovate the cur- 
rent building for administrative purposes, transfer the land and 
buildings owned currently by the county on Washington St. to 
the City of Keene, and accept five acres of land on Maple Ave. 
currently owned by the City of Keene. 


5. Renovate the current building, and attempt to acquire 
the old Keene Post Office building on West St. 


6. A new court building on Gilbo Ave., retain present 
building for administrative purposes, but don’t undertake a 
renovation program there at the present time, transfer county 
land and buildings on Washington St. to the city of Keene, and 
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accept five acres on Maple Ave. currently owned by the City 
of Keene. 


7. Anew court building on the armory site. Retain pres- 
ent building for administrative purposes, but don’t undertake 
a renovation program there at the present time. 


8. Article, if needed, to increase the amount of county 
bonds already authorized for Westmoreland improvements. 


The convention further voted to hold a public hearing on 
the warrant on Monday, June 12, 1972, at 7:30 p.m., at the court 
house in Keene, and to hold a convention meeting on Monday, 
June 19, 1972, at 7:30 p.m., at the court house in Keene for the 
purpose of voting on the bonds. 


Representative James F. Allen of Rindge offered a public 
statement on the court house situation wherein he apologized to 
the taxpayers for the Delegation’s delay in resolving the issue. 


The convention adjourned at 9:35 p.m.

for such projects. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to accept the opinion from the county attorney. 


The convention then proceeded to take up the eight war- 
rant articles relative to county bonds which had been the sub- 
ject of a public hearing on Monday, June 12, 1972. 


The convention, on a 5-18 roll call vote, failed to adopt a 
duly seconded motion by Representative Raymond that the 
convention approve warrant article I, which provided for coun- 
ty borrowing of $1,465,000.00 to build one new county build- 
ing to house all county functions on the so-called armory site 
in Keene.

buildings, compensates the County for the liability insurance

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COMMUNICATIONS 


In 1970 The County of Cheshire applied to the Federal Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act (LEEA) for funds to purchase 
Radio equipment compatible with the Statewide Communica- 
tions plan to equip our Sheriff’s Dept., Fire Mutual Aid Dis- 
patch and a link to all Police Cruisers. This application and 
project was completed in 1972. It provided a new two-frequency 
Hi-band Base Station installed at Hyland Hill, five 4 frequency 
mobile units, and control equipment at the Dispatch Center. 
Total Cost $9,809.49. $2,100.00 cash match cost to the County. 


In 1971 an application was made to purchase an addi- 
tional mobile unit, four walkie-talkies, three monitors on the 
County police channel for the Sheriff and one mobile unit for 
Supt. Waterman’s cruiser. The Walkie-talkie units are needed 
by the Sheriff and his deputies to be able to maintain radio 
communications when out of the cars and on foot. The total 
cost of this project was $6,060.00. $4,422.00 Federal, $368.00 
State and $1,270.00 County. This project was funded in De- 
cember, 1972 and delivery is scheduled in April, 1973. 


In 1972 we applied for funds to provide an additional con- 
sole frame for the Dispatch Center to house the new Hi-band 
Control equipment. Total cost $265.00, $159.00 Federal and 
$106.00 County. This console has arrived and will be set up at 
the time of completing the renovations of the newly enlarged 
quarters at, the Dispatch Center. 


Also in 1972 a Statewide project was started to provide 
cross-monitoring two-way communications between all local 
Police cars and State Police cars in the State. We submitted a 
project to fund the purchase of 54 monitor radios to be in- 
stalled in the City and Town Police cars of Cheshire County. 
Cost of the project $11,816.00, $8,862.00 Federal, $739.00 State 
and $2,954.00 from the City and Towns. No County monies are 
involved in this project. 


Radio Communications were installed with an intercom 
feature between the Dispatch Center and the Keene Police Sta- | 
tion in the fall of 1972. We are using a remote control unit 
given to me by the Boston Fire Dept. on a temporary basis 
until our changes at the Center are completed at which time it 
will be wired into existing equipment. 


Our new radio tower was erected late in the fall. This 90 
foot tower will replace the old 70 foot tower which has rotted 
out at the base. Weather did not permit the transfer of antenna 
and this work will be completed as soon as weather permits this 
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spring. The higher tower should improve our communications 
into the fringe areas of Alstead and Hinsdale. 


A project to purchase the new Hi-band radios for the 
Hinsdale Police Department was approved in 1972 and with the 
installation of this equipment every Town Police Department 
in the County will be operating on the new Police Communica- 
tions Network.

Our nursing home census for the year has increased due to 
Old Age Assistance accepting our dormitory for nursing care 
patients. 


A full year of activities for the patients has shown a great 
improvement in motivation and well-being of all patients. 


In-service training has helped in giving better quality 
nursing care. 


The farm again was able to produce enough vegetables to 
fill our freezer. We have had all our own beef and pork slaugh- 
tered to fill the institution needs. The milking herd is still doing 
very well. A new larger bulk milk tank was installed to handle 
the volume of milk. 


Our jail has seen very few changes except staff, because 
of the new Jail and House of Correction which has been ap- 
proved to be built. 


The garage for Cottage No. 1 and No. 2 was constructed 
and nearly completed. 


The parking area was enlarged, but resurfacing will not 
be done until after the new sewage plant is installed. 
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The fire in the farm shop, because of faulty furnace, forced 
the purchasing of a new furnace which was purchased with 
insurance money. An addition was added to house the furnace 
outside the garage area. 


Dr. O’Connor, Tatem and Sanctuary worked diligently with 
the nursing department to give better health care to the elderly. 


Louis Ballam’s term expired this year and we will miss his 
experience and support. We look forward to working with our 
new Commissioner, Richard Louis of Chesterfield. 


Rev. Sheldon Smith has more clergy in the area bringing 
bi-weekly services to the patients. His visitations have been a 
help to patients and staff. Father Lavigne has been helpful with 
all our Catholic needs.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 
CHESHIRE COUNTY HOUSE OF CORRECTION 
AND MAPLEWOOD NURSING HOME 


Realizing the importance of faith in the lives of all people, 
it has been my pleasant duty as Chaplain to make real the words 
of Jesus Christ when his disciples asked: “Lord, when did we 
see you lonely and visit you; and when did we see you in prison 
and come to you?” He responded by saying, “In as much as you 
have done this to one, the least of these my brethren, you have 
done it to me.” It is with the expression of this type of faith, 
that I have sought to administer the religious activities at the 
House of Correction and the Nursing Home. 


The activities involved include, a regular bi-weekly chapel 
service on Sundays which is supported through the efforts of 
fourteen area clergy who take turns leading the service. This 
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has been very helpful in bringing the area churches to the 
county facility, as well as providing a continuous contact be- 
tween the patients and their home churches and ministers. The 
chapel services are supplemented by regular weekly visits by 
the Chaplain, at which time he counsels with the patients and 
staff. Limited counseling work is done with the inmates of the 
House of Correction, since no attempt is made to coerce them. 
However, the Chaplain is always available upon request; and 
occasionally on a voluntary basis, effective counseling has 
taken place. 


The primary emphasis of the Chaplaincy program is based 
upon the spiritual support and enrichment of all the members 
of the County Home Family. This includes administrative staff, 
maintenance staff, nursing staff, patients and inmates. Also, 
there are times in which the pastoral duties of the Chaplain are 
expanded to include officiating at funerals and counseling with 
anxious and bereaved families. 


Personally, I have found the position of Chaplain to be 
truly fulfillmg and joyously rewarding as I have been able to 
share in the lives of those at the County Home — bringing to 
them the Word of God — which is a word of comfort, care and 
concern.

Comments on Operations 

Exhibit A is a Cost Statement for the Cheshire County Home and 
Maplewood Hospital. The cost per patient day is based on total patient 
days of 23,858. The average cost per patient day was $13.95 for the year 
1972 as compared with $13.91 for 1971. The increase is attributable to 
increased costs, most notably, those involving labor. 

Exhibit B is a Statement of Income for the County Home and 
Maplewood Hospital. Total income amounted to $240,872.97 and total 
expenses, excluding the Jail and Farm, amounted to $332,867.14, resulting 
in a deficit of $91,994.17. The substantial increase in income did not 
make it necessary to use the $40,000 budgeted from surplus.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY — 1972 


Since my last report for the year 1971 there has been sub- 
stantial changes with respect to the handling of criminal of- 
fenders. Traditionally, it has been the function of the Office of 
the County Attorney to prosecute cases brought to him by other 
Law Enforcement Agencies in the County. The emphasis on 
prosecution has shifted and as a prosecutor I find myself being 
involved in the initial investigation with respect to criminal 
violations and the proper procedures to be followed with re- 
spect to the arrest and apprehension of the suspects. Further- 
more, I find that the County Attorney is now more than ever 
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involved in the decision making with respect to sentences meted 
out to criminal offenders. Since 1971 the New Hampshire Pro- 
bation Department has assigned additional Probation Officers 
to this County. We have Probation Officers affiliated with the 
Keene District Court and the Jaffrey District Court as well as 
a full-time Probation Officer handling matters referred by the 
Superior Court. Until recently, we had an additional female 
Probation Officer who handled female offenders and other 
minors. These Probation Officers have taken an active interest 
in their cases and as a result, I have seen that the Local Law 
Enforcement Officials as well as my own office become closely 
involved in the handling of specific cases. Our correctional fa- 
cilities within the County are extremely limited and we have 
been able to refer quite a few criminal offenders to the Proba- 
tion Department for supervision. I have noticed that they have 
had very good success with the youthful offenders and this not 
only is beneficial to the offender but also to the community as 
a whole. In those cases where probation has been effective, it 
has. been my practice to work with the Probation Officers in 
calling for violations and these offenders are then brought be- 
fore the Court and in most instances are remanded to jail. In 
this way, we have been able to avoid a crisis In over-crowding 
the local correctional facilities and at the same time place more 
emphasis on rehabilitation of offenders and, at the same time 
impose strict penalties on those offenders who do not respond 
to supervision. 


Because of the expanding population within the County 
and easy accessability to areas within the County by out of 
state criminal offenders, we continue to have a high rate of 
eriminal activity within the County. To keep the situation under 
control and preventing it from getting completely out of hand, 
it is necessary to expand Police coverage within the County. 
Presently, the smaller towns and communities within the 
County are unable to field a permanent Police Force. It has 
been my position that the Office of the Cheshire County Sherift 
should be expanded and that several full time Deputy Sheriffs 
should be added to that department and paid for by the County. 
These Officers would be available to patrol the local communi- 
ties during the evening hours and also to give assistance to the 
Iocal Police Chiefs and Constables. I am hopeful that the County 
Delegation will approve an expansion of the Sheriff's Depart- 
ment. The cost will be substantial, however, the cost in dollars 
cannot be compared with the pain and suffering caused to in- 
nocent victims of a crime or from the large economic Joss many 
people suffer as a result of some criminal stealing their pos- 
sessions. It wil! not be too long before our Legislature will pro- 
vide compensation for victims of crimes. If we are prepared to 
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apprehend and detect those individuals who cause injury to 
our citizens and are in a position to deter further criminal ac- 
tivities, we will have untold thousands of dollars as well ¢ 
Saving untold misery and economic loss to the victims of erimi- 
nal activities. 


lam pleased to report that those engaged in Law Enforce- 
ment are moving forward in a progressive manner and if given 
proper support will continue to render an invaluable service to 
the citizens of Cheshire County.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, Members of the 
County Delegation and the Voters of Cheshire County: 


It is with considerable pleasure that I submit my Annual 
Report. 


In 1961, with the Cooperation of the City of Keene in pro- 
viding space, the County Delegation by appropriating a re- 
quested Budget, Fire Mutual Aid put into operation a 24 hour 
Communications Center to serve the Fire Deparement mem- 
bers and the Sheriff’s Department. 


This Center has since expanded its Radio Communications 
to include Fifty-Nine Fire Cos., All Town Police Depts. in 
Cheshire County, Keene Police Dept., State Police (Concord 
Headquarters and Troop “C” Cars), Firsh & Game ears, Area 
Ambulanees, Public Service Co. of N.H. (nights) and ecross- 
monitoring communications with many Public Safety Agencies 
in the adjoining states. We also handle Private Alarm Systems 
over direct wire to the Center through an agreement with the 
Granite State Alarm Co. of Manchester, N.H. | 


Our growth during this period plus the continuing expan- 
sion of the Granite State Alarm Systems and a planned instal- 
lation of the State-Wide Police T.R.A.C.E. Law Enforcement 
Computer had created a most critical space and security prob- 
lem. 


In 1972 the City of Keene expanded the Fire Station 
facility to provide space for the addition of a new Aerial 
Ladder Truck. Included in this expansion was additional space 
for Fire Mutual Aid and a new entry way. The entire first floor 
area will now be used for the Dispatch Center. The new entry 
will be equipped with an electric lock door to improve our Se- 
curity. Office space and a Conference Room has been provided 
for the Chief Coordinator on the second floor of the new addi- 
tion. As of the time of this report much of the necessary new 
console equipment for the Dispatch Center has arrived and it 
is hoped renovations will be completed early in 1973 which will 
result in a more efficient and less crowded operation.

The above reflect only Fire Calls received and dispatched 
from the Center. Many more Fires are handled but are initiated 
by a call received by the local department’s boxes or phone 
systems. 


We show 167 calls received for ambulances, however, some 
1500 calls were handled which were received initially by the 
Ambulance Companies. 


Police Communications now constitute about 65% of our 
work load. The Police radios are in almost constant use during 
the period from 6 p.m. - 1 a.m. with requests for License, Regis- 
tration checks, stolen cars, missing and wanted persons, and 
various complaints. Most of this information has to be gotten 
from Concord by radio. The installation of the TRACE com- 
puter will speed up this process. Of course the police radios are 
handled on a 24-hour basis, vital calls are recorded for the 
record, however, I do not have a method of recording all of the 
traffic to give a number of calls handled report. We employ 
one operator at a time and to record all calls manually would be 
an impossibility. 


Pre-Fire Planning buildings throughout the County be- 
eause of a high risk and/or high value or because of obvious 
problems should a fire occur, such as a lack of available water, 
continues to be a high priority on our field work. We try to 
plan the fire attack, estimate the amount of men and equip- 
ment necessary, overcome the problems in advance. The Plan 
is recorded and filed on a special filing system at the Dispatch 
Center. Should a call be received for the location, the operator 
puts the plan into action and gives instructions to those re- 
sponding via radio. Decisions have already been made that 
would be very difficult for a fire officer arriving on the scene 
without a pre-plan. An example would be one that was made on 
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a nursing home and actually run through on a drill. 10,200 feet 
of hose relayed by six pumpers were required to deliver water 
to the planned scene. Eight Towns are involved and the whole 
plan would be put into action upon the receipt of the call. A 
real example of the value of Centralized Communications and 
the great cooperation of our area Fire and Police Departments.
